OUR H1Q1I SCHOOLS. 


Serious objections have been urged in 


certain quarters against the High Schools 
which have been within a few years en- 
grafted upon the American system of educa- 
tion. It is a* fair question, and open to dis- 
cussion, whether or not these schools should 
be supported at public expense, but some of 
the objections urged against them are alto, 
gether untenable. 
For instance ; it has 


been sought to create a prejudice against 
such schools by charging that they are pat- 
ronized .by tho rich and well-to-do classes 
chielly, and that tho poor receive little or no 
advantage from them. 
Even if this wure 


so it would not be a valid objection, as the 
schools are supported by taxation and tho 
increased cost must mostly come from tho 
wealthier classes. And if they pay the bills 
they should certainly bo allowed to reap tho 
reward. 
Those who nro too poor to send 


their children to tho High School, if tho ob- 
jection were well fonnded, would also bo too 
poor to pay the taxes, and therefore would 
have no reason for complaint. 


But it is not true that the benefit of the 


High School system inures chiefly to the 
rich.
